The  National  Scrip  Collectors  Association  was  officially  organized  on  Octo¬ 
ber  21,  1972  in  Fayetteville  WV.  The  objectives  and  purposes  of  the  organization  are  to  pro¬ 
mote  the  collection  of  coal  company  scrip  and  related  tokens,  to  cultivate  good  relations  be¬ 
tween  collectors  of  scrip  tokens,  and  to  encourage  the  study  and  research  of  the  history  of 
coal  mining  companies  as  it  relates  to  the  usage  of  scrip  tokens. 

In  the  late  1970’s  the  scope  of  the  NCSA  was  broadened  to  include  tokens  from 
other  industries;  including  lumber,  phosphate,  hard  rock,  limestone,  copper,  gold  &  silver, 
brick  &  clay,  cotton  &  textile,  paper,  iron  &  steel,  agricultural,  and  others. 

The  first  issue  of  Scrip  Talk  was  published  in  1965,  and  it  continues  today  as  the 
official  newsletter  for  members  of  the  NSCA.  It  exists  not  only  as  a  source  of  information 
for  its  members,  but  as  a  forum  where  they  can  share  items  of  interest.  Please  feel  free  to 
submit  or  suggest  articles  for  future  publication.

Charlie  Miller  is  one  of  those  scrip  col¬ 
lectors  who  was  bom  into  the  hobby,  so  to  speak. 

Growing  up  in  Perry  County,  Kentucky, 
Charlie’s  dad  was  a  coal  miner  who  worked  in 
several  mines  in  the  Bulan  and  Hazard  areas  dur¬ 
ing  Charlie’s  childhood.  His  first  memories  of 
the  tokens  are  from  going  to  the  company  com¬ 
missary  and  receiving  scrip  towards  his  father’s 
wages. 

Although  he  did  have  a  few  pieces  as  an 
adult,  it  wasn’t  until  Charlie  actually  left  the  area 
and  moved  to  Indiana  that  he  began  to  devote 
any  serious  energy  to  the  hobby,  especially  after 
his  retirement. 

It  was  an  article  in  Coin  World  magazine 
that  first  brought  the  NSCA  to  Charlie’s  atten¬ 
tion,  and  he  has  remained  a  member  ever  since. 
He’s  a  regular  attendee  at  the  club  shows. 

Ask  Charlie  what  type  of  scrip  he  collects 


and  he  answers,  “Whatever  hits  my  fancy.’’ 
Shapes  solids,  cut-outs,  different  sizes. ..Charlie’s 
scrip  books  are  set  up  by  visual  interest,  with 
different  looking  pieces  arranged  together.  His 
collection  numbers  about  1000  pieces. 

Charlie’s  favorite  tokens  are  from  Central 
Coal  in  DuPont,  Kentucky.  Not  because  it’s  es¬ 
pecially  rare,  but  because  the  design  -  rays  shoot¬ 
ing  from  the  number  in  the  center  of  the  coin  out 
to  the  edges — makes  for  a  great  looking  piece. 

Charlie  had  an  uncle  who  worked  as  a 
miner  at  Clifftop,  WV,  and  he  would  like  to  find 
a  piece  from  the  mine  in  that  area.

REMEMBERING 


Harry  “Jack”  Livesay,  Sr  ofMt.  Clare,  WV,  passed  away  at  the 
age  of  79  on  October  18,  2004,  at  United  Hospital  in  Clarksburg. 

Jack  collected  West  Virginia  coal  scrip,  lumber  tokens,  and  merchant  to¬ 
kens;  and  was  a  long-time  NSC  A  Member.  He  had  a  large  collection  of  Clarks¬ 
burg  memorabilia,  such  as  postcards  and  tokens.  He  enjoyed  reading  books  about 
the  history  of  Harrison  County  and  of  other  towns  in  northern  West  Virginia. 

I  visited  with  Jack  about  once  a  year,  the  last  time  being  just  a  few  weeks 
before  his  passing.  He  was  waiting  for  me  on  the  front  porch  and  we  traded  to¬ 
kens.  We  didn’t  really  trade,  he  gave  me  a  few  of  his  extras  and  I  gave  him  a  few 
of  mine.  We  didn’t  count  how  many  or  the  value.  I  once  received  a  1882-CC  dol¬ 
lar  from  him  as  a  Christmas  gift.  He  was  a  generous  and  wonderful  person. 

Jack  was  a  Marine  veteran,  serving  in  the  Pacific  Theater  during  WWII. 
He  told  me  he  was  standing  beside  the  Marines  when  the  flag  was  raised  in  that 
famous  photo  on  Iwo  Jima.  He  worked  as  a  coal  miner  for  23  years  and  loved  to 
hunt  and  fish.  He  is  survived  by  three  sons  and  three  daughters.  Services  were 
held  October  26  with  full  military  color  guard.

For  several  years  Jim  and  I  and  a  few  local  scrip  collectors  would  meet  for 
breakfast  on  Wednesday  mornings.  I  miss  those  meetings,  but  most  of  all  I  miss 
the  friends  who  are  gone.
